RIDGECREST, N. C.—June 
19 — The Southern Baptist 
Foreign Missién Board, meet- 
ing-at Ridgecrest Baptist As- 
sembly, June 17-19, during the 
foreign _mission--eonference, 
appointed. 16 career mission- 
aries and employed four mis- 
sionary associates in the pres- 
ence of a congregation which 
overflowed the assembly au- 
ditorium. Then spontaneous- 
ly Dr. Baker J. Cauthen, exec- 
utive secretary, gave an in- 
visitation to ‘those who felt 
‘God’s call to special Christian 
service. Eighty-two respond- 
ed. 
The Board also elected two 
area secretaries, Dr. R. Keith 


Parks, of Djakarta,-Java,In-- 


donesia, for Southeast Asia 
and Rev. Charles W. Bryan, of 
Cali, Colombia, for Middle 
America and the Caribbean, 
and two regional 
representatives, Rev. Paul 
Box, of Fullerton, Calif., and 
Rev. Victor A. Greene,- of 
Ridgecrest. : 

“The Foreign Mission Board 
is in the process of strengthen- 
ing its administrative organi- 
zation so as. to serve more ef- 
fectively an escalating respon- 
sibility,’’ explained Dr. Cau- 
then. “During the past 20 
years the number of mission- 
aries has increased from 625 


~ to 2,384 and the number of . 


countries in which the Board 
has work has increased from 
19 to 68. 


“In April the Board created 
six administrative areas out 
of the four through which it 
had functioned for several 
years. It created an overseas 
division and named Dr. Wins- 
ton Crawley director. Further 
administrative steps will be 
recommended as loads of re- 
sponsibility increase.“ 

Dr. Crawley spoke briefly 
of his initial impressions of 
the responsibility of directing 
the overseas division. He de- 
fined the purposes of the di- 


vision as improving general - 


administrative effectiveness, 


ning, and enlarging the op- 
portunity to study matters of 
concern in each area as they 
relate to the worldwide pro- 
gram. ; 

With Mr. Bryan's election, 
Dr. Frank K. Means, who had 
administrative responsibility 
for the entife area of Latin 
America, became secretary of 
the area now der’gnated simp- 
ly South America. 

“It ie not easy to face sep- 
aration from missionaries 
with whom I have worked for 
13 and a half years,” he said. 
“We have walked together

through a wide variety of ex-- 
Periences. In some cases, deep 
waters of disappointment, fail- 
ure, suffering, and grief had 
to be traversed.

“As you mentioned exper-~ 


fences at Ridgecrest, I thought 
how many hundreds have to- 
night identify themselves with 
you because they are sitting 
where you once sat. We trust 
that many of them, under 
God's leadership, will some- 
day stand where you are 
Standing.” 
Nigeria Mission Faces 
Decisions 

Missionaries in Nigeria 
must consider the possibility 
of prolonged hostilities in that 
country, as they plan for the 
future, Dr. H. Cornell Goer- 
ner, secretary for Africa, told 
Board members. 

“Fighting continues between 
the Federal Government and 
secessionists in the eastern 
part of Nigeria, and evidence 
grows that there will be no 
early end,"’ Dr. Goerner said 
“The secessionists have en- 
trenched themselves in a lim- 
ited area. It appears they will 
not give up without a long and 
costly struggle. 

“The Nigerian Baptist Mis- 
sion must decide whether to 
attempt to reestablish rela- 
tionships in the portion of the 
east which has been brought 
back under federal control. 
Some limited relief work 
could be done, and perhaps as-

sistance could be given to the 
churches in the area. 

“At present it seems best 
to await further indications of 
what type of settlement may 
result from the military oper- 
ations. However, it is hoped 
that some definite plan for the 
future of work in the east may 
be formulated when the Mis- 
sion hoids its annual meeting 
in, Ogbomosho, July 10-17." 

Dr. Goerner plans to attend 
the latter part of the Mission 
meeting, and Dr. Cauthen ex- 
pects to arrive immediately 
after the meeting to help im- 
plement decisions the mis- 
sionaries make in regard to 
eastern Nigeria and other 
weighty problems, incliding 


the shortage-of medical per- 


sonnel and the future of Bap- 
tist teacher training colleges. 
The iack of missionary doc- 
tors has raised the possibility 
that service may have to be 
curtailed at the Baptist hos- 
pita] in Kontagora, at least 
temporarily,-uniess-an-—addi- 
tional doctor can be secured 
within the next few weeks. 


Additional medical person- 
nel, both doctors and nurses, 
are also needed in Eku, where 
the Baptist nursing school 
must be upgraded by 1970 if 
it is to continue to exist. ‘‘It 
is difficult to see how this“ 
personne! can be made avail- 
able,’’ said Dr. Goerner. ‘‘On 
the other hand, it is difficult 
to see how we can continue to 
operate the five Baptist hos- 
pitals in Nigeria if we do not 
have sqgme means of training 
nurses.” . 

It appears that two teacher 
training colleges will have to 
be discontinued, though there 
is a possibility that one may 
be relocated in another dis- 
trict. The Mission and the Ni- 
gerian Baptist Convention 
must conform to rulings of 
the Nigerian Ministry of Edu- 
cation in these matters, Dr. 
Goerner explained. 


Court Denies Exemption 
For Minster Of Education

The five Deusner listed as 
resigning in protest were: A 
L. Allen, head of the art de- 


partment; William Glenn Es- 


slinger, head of the chemistry 
department; John Hughes, 
chairman of the fine arts di- 
vision and head of the music 
department; Donald R. Ram- 
age, associate professor df bi- 
ology; and Wayne Johnson, 
director of the theater 

Deusner offered other ex- 
planations for two additional 
faculty members Highfill 
(quoted earlier) who was 
hired to.replace a mian who is 
now returning to Union; and 
Raiph Donnell, chairman of 
the division of natural ‘Sci- 
ences and head of the math 
department, who is taking re. 
tirement at age 68, one year 
before manditory, and is go- 
ing to a Florida Baptist 
school. 

He said that none of the oth- 
er seven or eight resignations 
had anything % do with the 
conflict of views, listing the 
reasons that had been given 
for each. 

Efforts by Baptist Press to 
secure statements from the 
resigning professors were un- 
successful. Two did not wish 
to be quoted, several were un- 
available and some had al- 
ready left the city. -

Allen, tiead of the art de- 
partment, was quoted by a 
Memphis newspaper as say- 
ing that the character! of Un- 
fon University “is in the 
process of being changed rad- 
feally, and I feel this is

He told a Nashville néwspa- 
per that the faculty members 
“are disappointed and di s- 
couraged with the communi-

Deusner said that apparent-

Deusner added that the 
trustees decided to operate on 
a deficit budget this year in 
order to try to hold their 
present faculty, although no 
raisés or budget increases 
could be granted. He said the 
budget was planned on the 
basis of an enrollment of
